there have been many. outstand-, 
ing events in the history. of the 
Colony’s education, events which 
are‘ landmarks in Mr. Irving's 
eareer, _In a department which 
in 1900, estimated its needs at 
$75,000 and increased if, twelve- 
fold in 1924 to $900,000, Mr. 
Irving has seen the remarkable 
expansion of a system which had 
been greatly due to his efforts.

schools; - Queen's College. St. 
Joseph's, the Diecesan, and: .the

Swenty-three years. developments 
can be more eloquently. told in 
‘figures.

__ and in the . vernacular schools 
| 4,600. In 1922 those figures leapt 
to 13:700 for British Schools and 
25,000 in the vernacular schools. 
Yn 4900 there were only 2 Euro- 
pean teachers, now there were 79, 
said the Director of, Education. 
Chinese. masters totalled 23 in 
1900 but this year there were 135. 
. The Chief Difficulty. 
“Our -principal difficulty all 
through,” said Mr. living, “has 
’ Jain in the absence .of- sufficient 
accommodation, to mect the 
_ rapidly increasing. demands for 
“places in the schools, and as re-
